Habits and Appenrance of a Forest Bird 
fommon lv to America. 


The ease-loving Cubans are content 
with the word mariposas—butterilies 


—for the whole family of birds which | 


we designate as wood warblers, and 
in many respects their term seems to 
be more appropriate, Dutterily-like 
indeed are these geuyly colored speci- 
mens of bird life as they flutter and 
dart about us, and some of them are 
almost as silent.
